The Governor's Veto of the Severson 


Bill 


Governor Phillip has vetoed Sena- 


tor Severson's bill for an income sui- 
tax to pay the increased'salaries iof 
. normal school and university teach- 
ers, and in doing so he makes some 
ijitcrfstiiig 
observation. 
We quote 


ftom the governor's message: 


"If the principle laid down in this 


bill is going to he the established pol- 
icy f the state, then it will be entire- 
ly competent for the legislature to 
"levy a special as^csyneiit upon the in- 
come tax payers of the state for an> 
specific purpose—-in fact, there will 
grow up a tendency to jplace the en 
tire burden of taxation upon a com- 
paratively small number of 
people 


which will, of course, mean the own- 
ers of industries and the business 
people in general. Briefly stated, it 
will result &t unrestrained taxation of 
a small minority by a large majority. 
, which will lead to extnn agance and 
general wastefulne^s in the govern- 
ment. I do not object to an income 
tax for general purposes which is fair- 
ly distributed. 


"The field for income taxes Las been 


quite throughly exploited by the gqn- 
cral government—in fact, it ha« been 
able to gather the larger portion ol 
its neee-^ary funds. The limit hat- 
probably not been reached 
It is cur 


i entry reported that the general gov 
ernmeut is short ol many millions vi 
revenue to meet its current expendi- 
tures. According to the statements 
of the secretary of the treasury the re- 
venues lor taxation have about been 
exhausted and the government will 
probably be compelled to go -over the 
oh' fields where the tax burden hat, al- 
ready fallen heavily for its additiqn 
al revenue!;. 


"The income tax is an unsatisfac- 


tory bouice of revenue for educational 
iiifttitutioiib because of the uncertain- 
ty ot the amount that can be collet tec 
from year to year under such a ,efci- 
tute. Our schools must know deli- 
nilely how much niojiey they v ill re- 
ceive iroin the public treasury each 
jcar -with which to maintain them 
f-ehes. 
It i& necessary that they 


know this in advance because they can 
not e^Uiblibh a definite program un- 
less, the.\ know how much money thi'j 
arc going to have with which to wir- 
r.v it out. 


"There is still another and vital ob- 


jection. 
Our educational institutions 


have been created and are maintained 
foi the benefit of the "people. 
We be- 


lieve them to be demociatic. and we 
wifeh them to remain so. If the uni- 
versity and the normal schools must 
look to a small number of business 
men ana manufacturers foi their rev- 
enues, they will ultimately be domin- 
ated by that class of people, a situa- 
tion that none of us should desire."' 


We find ourselves in partial, though 


not entire sympathy, with the gover- 
nor's opinion. 
It is admitted that, 


as incomes var\ from year to jear, the 
amount of taxes to be collected from 
them cannot be depended upon. 
Also 


the levying of a special tax on a few 
people for a special purpose docs not 
seem to be a good practice. 
The uni- 


versity and normal schools, wanting 
more money and having a powerful 
lobby, can the more readily procure it 
if only a few persons are to pay the- 
bill, and the same point applies when 
other interests may want appropria- 
tions,. 
These seem to be reasonable 


objections to the Sever.sou bill. 


We are not in agreement, however, 


with the suggestion that, the strong 
ought not to bear the burdens of tax- 
ation jn proportion to their 'strength. 
Fairly administered, the income tax is 
Uic fairest of taxes. The staVe income 
tuxes, .and the state income' sur-taxcs 
levied and proposed, are entirely rea 
sonable in amount and iiotibe.\ond the 
ability of the largest earners of money 
to pay. Admitting the truth of the 
governor's objection .to levying atspec- 
lial income tax .whenever money is 
wanted for a special purpose, it rc- 
maius possible and feasible to collect, 
more of the general state tuxes by a 
general income tax.

It 
is not difflcut to sec why the German 
possessions were coveted, nor to ex- 
plain the effort now being made to 
foi>t the responsibility for Auuc-nia 
onto the United States.
